C's RUN WIN STREAK 
TO 16 


Defeat Lakers, 107-104; Near League record

The Celtics posted their 16th straight victory - one short of 
the league's record - by coming from behind to defeat the 
Minneapolis Lakers, 107 to 104, before 13,292 spectators last 
night at the Garden. 

The Boston team had to battle its own combined staleness 
and weakness from a full day's journey from Cincinnati. The club 
was fogged down in Pittsburgh, arriving at the Garden at 7 
o'clock last night. 

It took a team effort over the final period's closing moments 
for the locals to pull this one out over the much improved 
Minneapolis Lakers, 107 to 104. 

Once again the ability of the Celtics to force their rivals to 
play their game had much to do with this victory as the Lakers 
gave up the ball 31 times for 27 Boston markers in the 
helter-skelter affair. 

On the other and Red Auerbach's lads lost possession 20 
times good for 14 Lakers points. 

The visitors, with Elgin Baylor, silenced in the first half by 
Jim Loscutoff and Tommy Heinsohn, coming alive along with 
the pop-shooting jim Krebs went ahead of the locals 84 to 78 in 
the dying moments of the third stanza. 

Here however, a couple of important hoops were provided 
when Tommy Heinsohn took a Cousy assist for a two-pointer and 
Bill Russell dunked one as the bell rang with Boston trailing at 
the end of three, 84 to 82. 

Baylor and Krebs hitting consistently steered the Lakers to a 
94 to 91 margin at the five-minute mark of the final stanza when 
Frank Ramsey sparked the Celtics in a hectic surge. 

Ramsey, playing with a bandaged right wrist, and suffering 
a cut under his right eye, hit three consecutive hoops with Russell 
and K.C. Jones each adding a basket for a 101 to 96 Boston 
margin. Only Red Hundley, a vastly improved player, could 
count for the visitors. 

K.C. Jones' basket, the most spectacular of the night's 
shooting, brought the crowd out of their seats. Heinsohn had 
stolen the ball, passed to Bob Cousy, who went behind his back 
to Ramsey. Ramsey missed the running layup, with K.C. on the 
spot for a high-jumping tap-in, forcing a lakers' time-out and a 
showing a 101-96 Boston lead. 

This was it, but the Lakers continued to press to the end and 
only a questionable call by referee Dick Powers kept them from 


contending right down to the final gun. 

The visitors crept to within one point, trailing 105-104 with 
just a minute to play, when Boston set up the play that won. 

Cousy fed Russel in the pivot and the lanky center turned for 
a neat hook shot on Krebs and a 107-104 margin. 

The Lakers were advancing when Cousy seemed to foul 
Hundley. 

Referee Powers, however, from the rear of the action, ruled 
it an offensive foul and gave Boston possession. 

Coach Johnny Castellani nearly jumped off the bench in 
protest and had to be held back from the official at the game's 
end. 

Boston goes after number 17, a real tarter at St. Louis 
tomorrow night and if a winner, can set a new 18-game 
consecutive win streak by turning back the Cincy Royals at 
Detroit, Friday night. 

Baylor led all players with 29 points while taking 25 
rebounds and handing out seven assists, Heinsohn was Celtic top 
at 21. Russel had 16 with 25 off the boards, while Cousy added 
eight assists to his 18 points. 

Prior to the feature game, the Harlem Globetrotters were at 
their zaniest as they turned back the Baltimore rockets, 75-62. 

Opening the festivisties, the famed Althea Gibson had little 
trouble overcoming glamorous Karol Fageros, 8-3, in a tennis 
match that had the early gathering of an estimated 7000 
applauding their talents.

CELTS CLINCH 
DIVISION TITLE, 127-111

HERSHEY, Pa. - As the charter bus drove through the 
Pennsylvania countryside, Tom Sanders inserted his tongue 
firmly in check said: 

"We did it with compassion. We know that Jack Ransey is a 
fine coach and is like a brother. We didn't want to embarras him, 
so we didn't roll it up. You can say it was a tremendous victory." 

By this time, Satch was well as every other member of the 
team, was well on his way to downing the customary quota of 
victory champagne. The Celtics had just run through the feeble 
Philadelphia 76'ers 127-111, to clinch the Atlantic Division title 
and give the Celtics their first regular season crown of any kind 
since the 1964-'65 season. Only the substitution of his regulars by 
Coach Tom Heinsohn in the last five minutes allowed the 76ers 
to keep the score down. 


"It's a tremendous thrill at this point," said Heinie. "But from 
the experience of past years, I know that it's only a momentary 
jubilation. It ain't over until you win the last game of the 
playoffs." 

It was over for the 76ers when the Celtics broke the eighth 
and last tie of the game with a 10 to 2 burst in the second quarter. 
The score stood at 35-all when Dave Cowens (a stady 20-point, 
16-rebounds contributer) sank a free throw and followed that up 
with a three-pointer, hitting a turnaround and being fouled by 
Luke Jackson. 

Fred Foster threw one in for Philly, but Steve Kuberski, 
playing with the zest Heinie likes to see, connected on a fallaway 
and bulled his way in for a tap-in. Jo Jo White added a free 
throw, and John Havlicek canned a drive. It was 46 to 37, and 
Philly would creep as close as five just one more time. 

The Celtics weren't what you would call real sharp, but 
against the shockingly inept 76ers, a team with some talent and 
no seeming direction, it isn't always necessary to be sharp. 

The lead escalated to 90-77 (it was 59-50 at the half) after 
three quarters, and with Boston running at will, it moved to 
104-85 with 7:39 left. The Sixers called time, and it could have 
been declared a TKO right then. There was no way this Philly 
club was going to summon the effort needed to come back. 

In the postgame analysis, Heinsohn saw fit to laud White 
above all. "I thought JoJo played a super game," Heinie said. "He 
moved the ball (nine assists) and played the defense. It was one 
of the best games he has ever played for us. He kept his head up 
all the time. He was terrific." 

Those who think scoring is the name of the game had better 
start over. The object of his praise, White, shot 4-20; he scored 
but 11 points. 

And then there was Havlicek. It is belaboring the point to 
say that he was, as always, magnificent. But it should be noted 
that he is in the midst of what may be his finest dhooting spurt 
ever. Last night it was 14-24, giving him 35 points. "I don't know 
when it'll end," he said, "but I'd like it to last about six more 
weeks." 

For the 76ers, only Billy Cunningham (24 points, 12 
rebounds) remain as a legitimate link to past glories. The 
Kangaroo Kid never quit hustling, and he graciously entered the 
Celtics' dressing room and extended his hand. "Congratulations, 
coach," he said to Heinie. "Good luck in the playoffs." 

The Celtics have now advanced past the first hurdle on the 
way back. "I'm trying not to get too excited," said White, "but I 
just feel great. I'm ready for the playoffs to start right now, 
though. That's the test." 

Clinching in less-than-swinging Hershey is a cruel fate. This 
team, however, is one that has already climbed mountains.

CANADIENS, 3-0 


Bert Gardiner Gets First Shutout of Year 
Against League Leaders

Like the skinny little kid with the horn-rimmed glasses who 
climbed out of the mud puddle and licked the town bully, the 
crippled Bruins rose from hockey's nether regions last night and 
dealt the league-leading Canadiens a resounding crash to the jaw. 
The score was 3 to 0 for the Bruins. 

In achieving their striking upset before 12,000 at Boston 
Garden, the Bruins received some assistance from the Canadiens 
themselves. For the Bruins' first goal was courteously provided 
by Bob Fillion of the Canadiens, who obligingly tapped a shot of 
Russ Kopak's into the Canadien net. 

From the first period to the third, the Bruins rode their slim 
margin. Then Buzz Boll got into action. 


Boll Gets Last Two Goals 


Buzz, a chubby veteran who was playing with a patched-up 
kneecap, a chopped-up hand and an inordinate amount of spunk, 
spanked in the last two goals for the Bruins. 

Herb Cain set up both of 'em. early in the third period, Herb 
went sailing down the left boards and circled back of the 
Montreal net. Pinned against the boards by a Canadien defender, 
he sent the disc skidding out to Bell who was seven feet in front 
of the net. 

The two Bruins made use of Butch Bouchard as a human 
runway. First Cain sent his passout to Boll through Bouchard's 
legs. And, as Bouchard blocked Boll, Buzz sent his seven-foot 
shot back through Bouchard's legs and into the Canadiens' cage. 
That made it 2-0. 

Late in the final period, cain again came whizzing in from 
the left. This time he fired a scorching 25-foot shot. Durnan, the 
Canadiens' magnificent goalie, batted it down. But Boll came 
flying in from the right and pasted the rebound into the net for the 
third and final score. 


Gardiner Well Supported 


The Bruins, giving the Frenchmen some stiff defensive 
hockey, fought with under-dog fury to give Bert gardiner his first 
shutout of the year. As the waves of Flying Frenchmen came 
tearing in, the Bruins went after them like they were good to eat. 
And at one time, during the closing moments, four Bruins were 
down on the ice at one time in front of the Boston goal. 

The Bruins victory ended a seven-game unbeaten streak for 
the Canadiens and it advanced the Bruins - playing without Bill 
Cowley or Busher Jackson - into a tie for fourth place, last of the 
playoff berths. 

It was Allan Rittinger of the aggressive third line of the 
Bruins who started the Bruins on the way to their first goal. He 
made a passout from behind the Canadien cage to Russ Kopak. 
The latter received the disk and slapped it netward. Here Fillion 
reached out and intercepted it - only to poke it into his own net as 


he attempted to clear it away. 

Gardiner in scoring his shutout played a first-class game. He 
made 38 stops, but even this was exceeded by the All-America 
Durnan. He had only 21 stops, but several were beauties. And he 
didn't have an atom of a chance on the same's three goals. Bill 
Cowley serve as bench manager of the Bruins.

BRUINS, ROCKIES TIE, 
2-2

DENVER - At some time last night the Bruins said to 
themselves, let's go. 

Defenseman Mike Milbury put it into words, "Enough is 
enough." And so the Bruins, before a crowd of 15,129, turned on 
all the burners, got two third-period goals and a 2-2 tie with the 
Colorado Rockies, the team that coach Don Cherry now calls, 
"we." 

The Bruins played almost a desperate game. They had fallen 
two goals behind in the first period when the Rockies came out 
flying. "Then we took over the game," said Fred Creighton. But 
they couldn't get any goals against the Rockies' goal guardian, 
Hardy Aastrom, until the third period. 

The game maybe revolved around a play that goalie Gilles 
Gilbert made in the third period. With the Rockies leading, 2-0, 
Randy pierce streamed in on Gilbert on a breakaway. Gilbert 
moved out toward him, then drifted back into his crease. Pierce 
leaned to the right and Gilbert took his 15-foot shot with his left 
pad. 

"I knew they'd score," said coach Don Cherry of the 
Rockies. That was 1:30 into the period and Cherry had to wait 
seven minutes for his prophecy to come true. At 8:12 rookie 
Craig MacTavish got his second goal of the season (it won't be 
his last) on a great play with Al Secord and Dwight Foster. 

Second, on the left wing at the Boston line (the blue lines 
were red in McNichols Arena last night for Cherry Mash Night), 
passed wing to wing to Dwight Foster. "When he beat the man on 
him," said MacTavish, "it became a three on one. The 
defenseman had to go to Secord and that left me alone high in the 
middle." 

Foster passed the puck and MacTavish snapped a quick 
30-footer into the goal. "I just let the shot go," said MacTavish. "I 
wanted to get rid of the puck." He got rid of it all right and put it 
behind Aastrom, something no other Bruin had been able to do 
up until then. 

The Bruins blistered Astrom with eight third-period shots, 
all of them scoring chances. "He hotdogged a little," said 
Milbury. And the Bruins tied the game at 10:48 on a Rick 
Middleton goal. Gilbert had a hand in this key offensive play. He 
cleared the puck off the right boards for Jean Ratelle and Ratelle 
turned with it and headed down the right side. He went into the 
right corner and backhanded a pass to Middleton at the top of the 
crease and he deflected the puck by Aastrom. 

"That was a Rick Middleton special," said Cherry. "Only 
Rick Middleton could have scored that goal." Said Ratelle, "I saw 
him coming and I knew what he was going to do. That's a tough 
play for a goalie because the puck is deflected and changes 


direction on him." 

The Rockies' goals came from Lanny McDonald on a shot 
from the right wing boards that rattled off the far post, and on a 
jamming shot of a passout in front by Randy Pierce, both in the 
first period. 

"Aastrom played a great game," said Milbury. "But after the 
first 20 minutes we decided enough was enough. When you start 
off down 2-0 to this team. . .well, you know they've improved, 
but not that much." 

"The goalie was hot," said Ratelle, "but at least we came 
back. They came out flying in the first period, but we came 
back." 

"Our first-period troubles were due to good aggressive play 
on their part," said Creighton. "We took the game away after that 
and the only scoring chance they had was Pierce's breakaway in 
the third period. The guys worked hard to come back. And 
Milbury played one of those games he gives us so often. He gets 
involved and tries to turn a game around." 

Milbury took pretty firm charge of the team and the game in 
the second period and the Bruins finished up a six-game road trip 
with a 3-2-1 record. 

"The Bruins never quit," said Barry Smith of the Rockies, a 
one-time Bruin. "They're a good team."

TED HOMERS AS SOX 
BEAT A's, 9-8 
Wallop Sparks Winning Rally in 8th

With Ted Williams smashing a game-tying homer as a 
pinch-hitter, the Red Sox whipped Kansas City, 9 to 8, last night 
at Fenway Park. 

Williams sparked the Sox eighth-inning drive with his 34th 
homer of the season to tie the game at 8 to 8 and enable the Sox 
to move two full games ahead of the Tigers in their battle for 
third place. 

Following Ted's second pinch-hit homer of the year, Jimmy 
Piersall beat out a bunt, went to second on a wild pitch and 
scored on Billy Klaus' single. 

Ted's appearance was his first since sept. 1, when he was 
stricken with a chest infection. Last night, he practiced with the 
squad and reported that he felt good for the first time since he 
started working out last Thursday. 


11 Points Over Mantle 


The 400 foot smash by Williams moved his batting average 
up to .377. It gave him an 11-point lead over Mickey Mantle in 
their battle for the American League batting championship. He 
now is also tied with Mickey for runner-up honors in the home 
run derby. They each trail pace-maker Roy Sievers by five. 

As he came out of the dugout in the eighth with the Sox 
trailing by one, the 12,084 customers gave Williams a terrific 
ovation. He looked over the first three serves from relief pitcher 
Tom Morgan. With the count 2-1, Ted teed off on the next pitch 


and poled it into the grandstand to tie the game. 

The Red Sox spotted the A's two runs in the first inning but 
came back to pound out a 6-2 advantage. They yielded the lead in 
the top of the eighth on three hits and an error. This made Ted's 
re-appearance in the lineup the more dramatic. 

It was only the fifth time Ted has been used as a pinch-hitter 
this year. His two hits were both homers, his other coming in 
Cleveland in July. He drew one walk and was retired twice to 
give him a .500 pinch-hitting record for what has been one of his 
best years ever.

Gus Zernial's two-run homer put the A's ahead, 2 to 0, in the 
first. A pass to Piersal, consecutive triples by Mickey Vernon and 
Frank Malzone and Jackie Jensen's 21st homer put the Sox ahead 
4 to 2 in their half of the first. 

The Sox picked up a run in the fourth on Bob Aspromonte's 
double, an infield hit by Pete Daley and George Susces' infield 
out.

SOX THUMP 
SENATORS, 6-2; SMITH,

The preliminaries ended as the Red Sox defeated the 
Senators, 6-2, at Fenway Park yesterday for a peachy split of the 
four-game series. 

Boston's win, coupled with Baltimore's loss, boosted the 
Sox's first place margin to three games. 

But now the heat is on for sure. 

In the greatest matchup since Muhammas Ali and Joe 
Frazier - though nobody expects any punches to be thrown - Tom 
Yawkey's ball park tonight will feature Vida Blue, the sensational 
lefty who has won 10 straight games for the A's, against Red Sox 
veteran righthander Sonny Siebert, who has won eight straight. 

"We'll win, 5-2, said coach Pop Popowski, the only one at 
the park who dared name the score of the game. 

Yesterday's winner was Gary Peters, who is having his 
early-season troubles again - but they are hardly as embarrassing 
as a year ago when Gary couldn't survive one inning. 

Gary lasted five-and-two-thirds innings and had to be 
yanked with the bases loaded, leading by 6-2, and Bill Lee came 
in to do well in relief. 

Peters helped himself, however, with two runs batted in on a 
bases-loaded single, and Rico Petrocelli and Reggie Smith 
homered to account for four of the Sox runs. 

"I can't explain it," said Gary of his collapse. In his past 
eight starts, gary has survived the eighth inning only once. "I 
have pretty good stuff, felt fine, but just couldn't do it." 

The loser was Dick Bosman, the righthander some say the 
Red Sox are seeking in a trade. Bosman "who seems to be 
pitching a lot differently this year" according to Rico Petrocelli, 


has now lost seven of nine decisions. 

Rico hit his homer off Bosman in the fifth when the Red Sox 
scored four runs. "I felt lousy, had no pep," said Rico. But he 
cleared everything in left field after Reggie Smith, who had been 
robbed of a homer on a nice catch by Del Unser in the first 
inning, led off by smashing one into the Washington bullpen. 

For a while it looked as though the Red Sox might lose a 
couple of men. Carl Yastrzemski was in the lineup and limped 
through five innings, while Duane Josephson and Luis Aparicio 
were missing. 

Bob Montgomery was behind the plate again, and in the first 
inning, he probably wished he had never taken Duane's spot in 
the lineup. Frank Howard led off with a single off the bullpen 
wall with two out, and Joe Foy walked. 

Dick Billings then singled to left field, and Carl seemed to 
feel that big Howard would not come home since there was little 
chance for him to score. But Frank was sent along. 

Montgomery got the ball, however, and managed to tag out 
the sliding Howard. 

Howard also challenged Peters. In the fifth inning, Frank 
lined one of gary's pitches back to the mound. Peters shot up his 
glove, stabbed the ball and staggered but held on. 

"I just saw it," said gary. "It was about an inch from my 
ear." 

The Red Sox first went ahead with two runs in the second 
inning. 

George Scott singled with one out, and Billy Conigliaro was 
called out on strikes. John Kennedy, filling in for Aparicio, 
walked. So did Montgomery to load the bases. On a 3-2 pitch, 
Peters hit a fast ball - up around his eyes - into center for a single 
and two runs. 

The Senators scored a run in the third on Toby Harrah's 
triple off the Red Sox bullpen that Billy Conigliaro almost had 
with a diving try. After Elliot Maddox fanned, Howard scored 
harrah with a fly to Reggie Smith. 

The Red Sox got their last four in the fifth on Smith's ninth 
homer on a 1-2 pitch, Rico's sixth on the first pitch, a single by 
Billy, double by Kennedy and a throwing error by Harrah on 
Montgomery's grounder. 

Eddie Kasko had to yank Peters in the sixth with two out. 
Dick Billings seingled with one out before Casanova flied out. 
But Unser walked, pinch hitter Frank Fernandez singled for a run 
and pinch hitter Don Weert walked. 

This brought in Lee, who had been driven from the box in 
the opening game of the series.

All question as to why the Giants are looking up at the rest 
of the league was removed by their play for the final run. Rowell, 
inserted to bat for Danny Litwhiler against relief pitcher Rube 
Fiscer, drove a long half-liner to right center to open the ninth.

The accommodating Jack Graham, playing the terrain for 
the Giants, started out in pursuit but stopped short of his chase 
expecting the ball to carry over the wire fence. However, the ball 
landed a mere two feet up on the structure and Rowell beat the 
scrambled relay easily to third base.

YANKS WIND UP 
SEASON AT HOME 
WITH 13-6 WIN

Brooklyn is still in the league. . .for which Boston Yanks, 
perambulating "baby" member of the pro football circuit, are 
extremely grateful. 

Yanks stormed half the length of Fenway Park with a few 
minutes to play to snare the Brooklyn Tigers, 13-6, on yesterday's 
brittle but sunny afternoon. thus they repeated an earlier erdict 
achieved on the banks of the Gowanus, and Brooklyn's eighth 
straight loss assured the visiting delegation occupancy of the 
cellar. 

Keith Ranspot, an angular Texan, playing left end for 
Yanks, caught two passes all day. The home forces were 50 yards 
from pay dirt with three minutes to go when he caught his first. 
They were smack in the Tiger end zone with the bacon when he 
hooked down the second. 


A crowd of 16,487 patrons had virtually settled for a 6-all tie 
when Yanks put on the payoff push at the end. Bob Davis, by 
dint of whose extraordinary efforts the game was probably won, 
anyway, instigated it with a 20-yard kick runback through a 
thicket of opponents. 


Ranspot Snares Pass 


That was to midfield. On the first play Ranspot delayed, 
then slid out into the right defensive halfback's terrain to snag a 
fine Davis pass to the 25. Ranspot nearly tore out of the clutches 
of Taylor before he was felled. 

Two inconsequential plugs at the burly Brooklyn line 
yielded only two yards, so on the next play Davis called for the 
spread and the maneuver ended up with George Cafego in 
command of the ball. Ranspot angled across deep from left end 
and made a run-and-jump catch right over Talor's noggin of a 
clothesline throw by Cafego. 

Augie Lio kicked the gift point and yanks had doubled the 
amount of league games anybody thought they'd ever win this, 
their debutant season. 

Yanks scored first, halfway through the opening period, 
when Ken Fryer bobbled a Martin kick. Augie Lio propelled his 
not inconsiderable torso upon it to recover from Yanks, only 10 
yards from the Tiger end zone. Davis got it across on fourth 
down, springting clear across the field to circle the Tiger right 
flank on a weakside play. 

Yanks staved off a succession of Tiger drives in the second 
and third periods before Johnny Butler's third-down run for 22 
yards, when he appeared to be smothered attempting to pass, got 
the opposition to the 14. Pug Manders, who can still mow 'em 
down, finally plugged it over. 

The game's end and the Fenway season's marathon 
scrimmage run was by Davis, who journied 80 yards at the very 
end of the first half and was jolted out of bounds by Manders at 
the Tigers 10. 

"Twenty Grand" burst into the open over his left side on a 
run from the Yanks' spread formation. He was out in the clear 
with two or three blockers in the vicinity and only Manders to 
beat. The veteran Pug ducked and dodged to avoid blockers, and 
finally got his man after an 80-yard thriller. 

Had Davis no blockers to bother with he probably would 
have gone the whole 90-yard length of glory road.

PATS ROMP ON 5 
PARILLI TV PASSES

The Patriots finally got some home cooking Sunday with 
master chef Babe Parilli preparing stuffed Dolphin as the main 
course. 

After five weeks on the road, the Patriots came back to 
Boston College's Alumni Field to eat up the Miami Dolphins 
41-10 before 23,955 on a beautiful, sun-drenched afternoon. 

Parilli catered the Boston feast by whipping five touchdown 
passes and shredding the Miami defense with his quarterbacking 
magic. babe completed 16 of 20 passes - including 10 in 


succession at one stretch - in one of the best days of his long 
career. 

Defensively, the Patriots were almost as impressive, holding 
the Dolphins to just 39 yards on the ground while collecting four 
Miami fumbles and two interceptions. 

Three of the fumbles and one interception were converted 
into Boston touchdowns up their second victory of the season and 
gained a half game on the league-leading New York Jets who tied 
Houston, 28-28. 

Parilli's favorite receivers were Jimmy Whalen and Larry 
Garron. Whalen, having the best day of his career, caught six 
passes for 134 yards and three touchdowns - all personal highs. 

Garron, working mostly his halfback post, triggered the 
Patriot explosion by grabbing Parilli's first two touchdown 
passes. 

Miami, perhaps the poorest offensive team in pro football, 
got a break to open the scoring when it recovered a fumbled punt 
by Jay Cunningham on as a man in motion from the Boston 35 in 
the opening minutes. This resulted in a 34-yard field goal by 
Gene Mingo. 

The Patriots then proceeded to run off five straight 
touchdowns without return from Miami. 

The first touchdown came on a 17-yard pass to Garron after 
a 40-yard screen pass to fullback Jim Nance had set it up. 

Nance had another big day, lugging the ball 20 times for 113 
yards. 

"They set up their defense to stop me," said Nance later, 
"and it left the thing wide open for Babe to throw at them." 

This Parilli did, completing his next 10 passes - three of 
them scoring shots in the second quarter to allow the Patriots to 
build up a 24-3 lead at halftime. 

Parilli's next payoff pitch was a 41-yard job down the 
middle to Garron at 1:50 of the second period. Gino Cappalletti's 
attempted point after was wide following a 15-yard penalty. 

Now it was Whalen's turn. 

Jim, after safetyman Don Webb recovered an Abner Haynes 
fumble at midfield to set it up, took a nine-yard TD pass to make 
it 20-3. 

Three plays later, middle linebacker Nick Buoniconti was 
falling on another Dolphin fumble, and Parilli came back to 
Whalen for a TD pass, this time again from the nine. 

The third period opened just as the second had closed. 
Webb, on the second Miami play, intercepted a Rick Norton pass 
and returned it 41 yards to the Dolphin 41. On first down, Parilli 
coered the rest of the distance with a bomb along the right 
sideline to Whalen. 

After this, the Dolphins put together their only drive of the 
day, going 79 yards in 10 plays for the score. The payoff came a 
swing pass to Joe Auer for 29 yards and the TD at 7:04 of the 
third. 

The final score of the day came when Cunningham grabbed 
a Norton pass and returned the interception 54 yards for the 
touchdown, his first as a pro. He celebrated by flipping the ball 
into the crowd. 

Norton, the young Miami quarterback, realizing he couldn't 
tun the ball on Boston, threw 46 times, completing just 19. 

Nance - even though Miami was geared to stop him - had an 
excellent day, catching three passes to go along with his third 
straight 100-yards-plus effort.
